HISTORIGAL ANDOVER, 


Debora Russe. 


From Gosnold’s visit to the Vineyard 
in 1602, when he was met by the band 
of 50 warriors, gay with copper breast- 
plate and ear ring, to smoke the pipe of 
peace, to 1890 when, on a December 
day, alone in the old Charlestown woods 
by the sea, where lie the bones of the 
old) Narragansetts, Gideon Ammons, 
last of the pure blood chiefs, lay down 
to die, at 0, —stretch the years of 
brave effort to recover promised rights 
withheld by Massachusetts from her 
wards. Freeman tells the story best 
of these survivors of tbat terrible win- 
ter day, when Andover boys helped 
crush the power of Philip, and gath- 
ered captives to -be sold-in. the West

Tndiés, till Barnstable protested. « In- 
dian servants aré a great success, We 
J 


cannot do our work without them. 
So the remnants were Téft at Mashpee 
and other Cape settlements to learn to 
catch whales, while a few were bound 
out under guardians to trades, but were 
; hot secured by law with schooling, nor 
extra clothing, like the-white children, 
and often not as well cared for as the 
African refugee from the Guinea Wars. 
The Mashpee experiment was not. so 
well managed as was the larger. re- 
serve on the Penobscot, nor does it 
compare favorably with the Iroquois 
towns in New York. We have cause 
to hang our heads — « We took all and 
gave naught.” In 1776, all were loyal 
to the new flag, and in the Canada ex- 
pedition no other tribe sent such efli- 
cient soldiers. In 1783, there were 70 
widows of war, and of 22 who went in 
one regiment only one came home. So 
the young women had to form. alli- 
ances with stranded Hessians and 
mulattos set free by act of 1780. In 
I7y2, 40 or 50 old people of pure blood 
remained on the reserve, who could 
speak the ancient tongue. Among the 
most noted of the leaders were Daniel 
Amos, in the coast trade, a man of 
power and character, and Israel Amos, 
one of the first to be elected selectman 
and school committee. Many of the 
old stock among the youth had gone 
outside before the Revolution to seek a 
chance to get the education or trade 
denied them at home. Restless as 1s 
the Indian under the routine of. civil- 
ization, many seem to have failed in 
ambition to make a home under such 
limitations, and wandered off to the 
camps along the Penobscot and other 
Maine rivers, leaving their homes on the 
Cape to gradually pass into the owner- 
ship of the mixed blood who now hold 
the estates. 

Of this class probably were many 
like Peter Bridges, employed as an In- 
dian servant under the guardianship of 
the Bridges’ family here. His descend- 
ants say he held’ the Indian name of 
Almonach when in his Penobscot 
home. Of the same class was very 
likely the mother of Prince Ames, an 
Indian also, whose history has not been 
recovered, nor does she enter Andover 
records, Debora Russe, mentioned in 
the last article as the last of Her name 
in Andover, in the year 1766 enters 
our record as mother of the child 
Eunice Russe, whose father was the 
above Peter, or Almonach, The only 
fact known in regard to her residence 
here is the guardianship of Ebenezer 
Rand, her brother-in-law, who was ap- 
pointed in 1762, possibly on the death 
of her mother, when Debora was 18. 
Why she chose to link her fortune with 
the Narragansett is a matter belonging 
to family history. Her sister and 
guardian, the church and civil author. 
ity, united to oppose the marriage, hon- 
orably sought, so Debora eloped like 
the “ Little Minister” to the far away 
camp home of Peter, and was married 
Indian fashion. Life in the wilder- 
ness at that early date was unsafe, and 
to Andover she returned, where her 
daughter Eunice was born in 1766, and 
as Indian chiefs, like other royalty, 
have but the one name, Russe was the 
name she carried down to the date of 
her marriage here. Peter, who is de- 
scribed as a tall, fine looking man by 
his daughter, was devotedly attached 
to wife and child, but after the mother’s 
death he gave up the little girl to the 
care of her aunt, who was bound to 
bring her up “civilized.” He lhved 
among the Penobscots for years, ouly 
once visiting Eunice when a small 
child, making the long week's journey 
to see her. She was a copy of her 
Indian father, and I have seen the 
portrait of her sagacious dark face and 
fine head. The early companion of 
her mother, Eunice Blanchard, prob- 
ably gave her the name she bore. As 
was the custom, she was placed early 
in the family of Sergt. Nathan Abbott, 
whose wife was Abigail Ames, a sister 
of Capt. Ben Ames, and of Nathan 
Ames of Groton, in whose family was 
then living the son of au Indian mother 
and a white father, called Prince Ames. 

In the family of 4Nathan Abbott was 
his nephew (adopted son) ®Dea, Abbott, 
my own great-grandfather, and young 
Debora Ames, a neice from Groton, 
Years later, she used to tell her daugh- 
ter Clarissa, the late Mrs. Poor of And- 
over, how dainty and devout was the 
little maid Eunice Russe, and how they 
shared the same room and worked side 
by side, Eunice an example to her in 
every way. From the story told me by 
her great-granddaughter, we gather the 
life-long interest in the Word of God 
and her power in handling the truth. 
She had many friends among clergy 
and laity, who delighted to discuss with 
this prophetess the great issues of her 
day, for she was a woman of rare in- 
telligence, and during her residence 
with her daughter, the late Mrs. Davis, 
whose death has been noted in’ our 
columns, she met the cultured and 
earnest men and women who joined in 
the cause of the oppressed. 

In thé family of Nathan Abbott was 
the young mulatto boy, Philip Abbott, 
whose name swells our reeord as one 
who lost his life at Bunker Hill. Prince 


Ames, lke other lads, began his mili- 
tary career as an ofticer’s servant at 
that same battle, being with Capt. Tin 
Ames from Groton. Later he joined 
the Andover lists as a three-years’ vete- 
ran, and was with my great-grandfather 
and others at Bennington and other 
engagements. He learned the black- 
smith’'s trade somewhere, possibly with 
Ebenezer Rand at the finish in And- 
over. He was a very ingenious and 
skillful workman, according to the old 
neighbors, Nathan Clark, Nehemiah 
Abbott, Jun., and the aged grand- 
mother of Henry Boynton, who was 
Hannah Ames. From various sources, 
all confirmed by Mrs. Howard of Ded- 
ham, we gather the story of the mar- 
riage of Eunice Russe at 18, in 1784,.to 
Prince Ames, the happy home near 
Uncle Ebenezer on Huckleberry Hill, 
beside an ancient oak, now the site of 
old Griffin or Brown estate. Here they 
raised. ten fine children;of many shades 
and types, to maturity, and all able’ to 
make a successful thing of life. De- 
lightful are the reminiscences of the 
rides on one horse of the whole tribe 
to the South Church, a long five miles 
from ‘Five Mile Pond,” where Eunice 
Davis herself a year or two ago told me 
she skated in girlheod. The old 
Blanchard Pond staid longest in her 
failing memory of the days of long 
sermons and Sunday luncheons, and I 
only wish I had known her earlier, this 
ancient cousin to many of us here, who 
descends from #Ralph Farnum and 
Elizabeth Holt. Dea, Nathan and his 
son, Capt. Job Abbott, being double 
Farnums in line, always kept a watch- 
ful interest in mother and daughter 
while the families of Eunice senior and 
junior were growing up. 

Prince named his eldest Peter for 
the chief. He married Martha Clark, 
daughter of a widow slightly colored, 
of Newburyport, who lived awhile in 
the mill house in Ballardvale in 1810, 
They moved to Hudson, N. H., and 
left numerous descendants. Anna, per- 
haps named for Prince’s mother, mar- 
ried Peter Hutchinson of Windsor, 
Vermont. Philip married Chloe Ger- 
rish of Dedham. His name, probably 
given by Eunice in memory of the 
Uead soldier of her girlhood days, 
proved unlucky. A neighbor tells of 
his death from injury at a_ broken 
bridge while leading elephants in a 
menagerie. George, who settled in 
Portsmouth, was the handsomest of 
the sons, being almost pure white. 
Tall and distinguished looking, he re- 
turned to Boston after 60 to die with 
his sister, Mrs. Davis. He was probably 
the son who learned the barber’s trade, 
and had a shop in Portsmouth, visited 
by accident once by Mr. Eben Wood- 
bury (who married Mehitable Ames). 
Attracted by the name on the sign, he 
spent a pleasant hour with the white 
haired old gentleman, recalling early 
Andover days. Alexander and James 
both enlisted as marines in naval ser- 
vice during the war of 1812 and neither 


réturned. — Lavinia, born 1803, was 
very handsome, with straight hair, 


according to Mrs. Boynton, and married 
John Hilton of Philadelphia. Samson 
was shot accidentally one day while 
out hunting with his brother Cyrus by 
a friend, at 24. Cyrus married, but 
had no children. 

Prince Ames died suddenly of heart 
disease in 1816, and in 1819 Eunice, 
the second daughter born 1800, married 
Robert Amos of the Mashpee. stock, 
resident at the Penobscot Reserve. He 
had a place on the Merrimac where he 
kept boats and bait, and there he was 
drowned in 1825, leaving a daughter, 
who married a Dedham Gerrish and a 
son, Charles Amos, who was trained in 
the family of Nathan Chandler of Con- 
cord, N. HL, a relative of Mrs. “Capt. 
Job Abbott.” 

Aunt Rand died here in 1818 aged 
86 (born in) Pennacook in 1732). Her 
estate was sold to Jacob Shedd of 
Tewksbury, and after the second mar- 
riage of young Eunice to Rey. John 
Davis of the Colored Baptist Church 
in Boston, the mother rented her. little 
home on Huckleberry Hill and lived 
with Eunice till her death near 98, 
about 1863. Her son, Charles Amos, 
now deceased, near 80, recalled the 
Chandlers with affection and a_par- 
ticularly pleasant memory of the John 
L. Abbott estate he visited here when a 
lad. When I recall the refined face 
and energy, the talent and intelligence 
indicated by the letters of the great- 
granddaughter, Mrs. Mary Howard, full 
of zeal for the traditions of her honor- 
able blood of both sides, I take a 
peculiar satisfaction in the good work 
done by those two childless friends of 
Debora Russe, Mrs. Priscilla Rand and 
Abigail Ames, to whose care we owe 
the rare character and well trained 
group whose record would do credit 
to any Andover house. No reservation, 
however well conducted, will ever 
take the place of household training by 
individual families in our own homes, 
and here we worked out early the 
problem of a healthy and successful 
amalgamation of Mongolian and Cauca- 
sian and the proper method of training 
the new stock for future citizens. To 
the women of Andoyer and other re- 
formers, I call attention to the record 
valuable alike to historian and scientist.

CAMP WILLIAM C, DOW, Head- 
quarters Eighth Regiment, Boxford, 
July 9.—Following reveille this morning 
came setting up drill, and a half-hour 
of the exercises took a great many 
kinks out of the men. After breakfast 
the first duty was drill, under command 
of battalion commanders. There was a 
noticeable improvement in the drill of 
the regiment, and by tomorrow, at the 
rate at which the regiment is improving 
it ought to be in excellent condition. 

The guard mount this morning was 
noticeable for its improvement over the 
past two days. 

Shortly after guard mount the rain 
came diwn heavily, and all drills and 
duty were dispensed with and up tc 
Cinner it rained quite steadily. 

At dinner call at 12 m. the men form- 
ed in company streets and ate at the 
tables placed at the end of the com- 
pany streets, while the officers ate at 
the mess house of the Second Corps 
Cadets camp. 

This camp, it is safe to say, is on a 
par with any regular camp that ever 
existed. To commence with, the tents 
are the same as the regular army tents 
and the men sleep on straw sacks, just 
as they do in the regular service. 

Each company has a company cook 
who cooks the food for the men, and 
the kitchens, where the food is cooked, 
are temporary affairs, erected by the 
detail sent ahead by each company ta 
prepare the camp for the reception of 
the company. The food is cooked on what 
are known as Buzzacot ovens; the lat- 
ter are ingenious affairs, used almost 
entirely in the regular army, and can 
be packed up so that they make a very 
small package. 

Good, very good, and wholesome food 
is issued to the men, the meat being the 
best of sirloin steak and_ roast beef, 
while the coffee and bread are as good 
as furnished anywhere. 

For washing purposes barrels are 
filled with water by a team, under com- 
mand of a non-commissioned officer and 
detail, and wooden stands with plain tin 
wash basins, serve to keep the men in 
a cleanly condition. 

Another feature, and a very interest- 
ing one, is the crematory where all the 
camp refuse is burned, and it hag 
proven to be a great success. 

All the water used for drinking pur- 
poses is first cooked and then filtered 
through barrels, an ingenious arrange- 
ment erected by Q. M. Craig of the 
regiment. 

Each evening at evening parade there 
is shelter tent drill immediately follow- 
ing the parade ani the regiment has 
been progressing rapidly ni this drill; 
up to the present time, the Third Bat- 
talion, Major Eldredge commanding, 
has carried off the honors. 

At about 2.30 this afternoon the rain 
stopped and the officers tried revolver 
practice, while Inspector Rifle Practice 
Lieutenant Langdon qualified a num- 
ber of men in marksmanship. 

All men who shirk duty are given ex- 
tra drill, and today there are about 60 
men crilling back of the colonel’s quar- 
ters, watched by him, under command 
of a lieutenant. 

Military courtesy is perfect, and ex- 
cepting a tendency on the part of some 
men to go about with blouses open or 
without blouses, there can be no very 
serious criticism made on what has 
thus far proven to be one of the best 
camps ever held by a regiment of this 
or any other state. 

The officers of the regiment had re- 
volver practice this afternoon, while the 
Third Battalion had shelter tent drili 
in its company streets. 

Captain Stopford, late of the Forty- 
Second Infantry, U. S. V., looking none 
the worse for his experience in the Phil- 
ippines, is a guest of Colonel Pew, and 
tonight the regiment gave a review 
complimentary to him.

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Last Saturday’s Hearing. 


Certainly no one could complain 
that there was any restriction placed 
upon any speaker at the street railway 
hearing last Saturday. The greatest 
latitude was allowed everybody and 
the greatest advantage was taken of 
this liberty by some of the speakers, 

It was not until after a long and en- 
tirely unnecessary discussion of phases 
of the question not really open for con- 
sideration, that the meeting was brought 
back to the real point for which it was 
called, by the very clear and emphatic 
remarks of Judge Poor. 

We said unnecessary discussion, but 
such a characterization does not mean 
that the discussion was not of value as 
showing the public mind upon the 
street railway situation. It was not all 
as courteous as it might have been, but 
over zealousness often destroys courtesy 
in debate. Prof. Smyth’s remarks were 
interesting and valuable, because he 
spoke as one who had not only seen 
many of the difficulties which it was 
designed to overcome, but as one who 
had given the subject much study and 
thought. The generous applause which 
he ‘received, showed that the public 
not only appreciated his remarks, but 
even more appreciated the very deep 
interest Which he has taken in adjust- 
ing the long and troublesome question. 

Col. Woodward showed the same 
spirit of fairness as that which has 
marked his entire course in his work in 
Andover, and while he has undoubtedly 
secured valuable rights from the town, 
he has reciprocated much more gener- 
ously than have any others, similarly 
benefitted, 

There seems now to be no further 
obstacles likely to arise in the way of 
building first class street railway ser- 
vice for the town and the thousands of 
travellers who pass through it. Before 
this is accomplished, and particularly 
during the next few months, our. citi- 
zens are bound to suffer great incon- 
veniences from the tearing up of Main 
street. It will tax all the patience of 
our teamsters and carriage drivers, and 
seriously disturb the peace of mind of 
the car patrons, but it seems to be a 
necessary prelude to an harmonious 
final adjustment. Now that the work 
is actually begun, the end seems to be 
really in sight.

From State Chemist. 


In a line with what the Townsman re- 
lated in regard to the cause of the bad 
taste and smell in the town’s water sup- 
ply a couple of weeks ago, the following 
letter from H. W. Clark, chemist in 
charge of the experiment station and 
laboratories, Lawrence, to Supt. Smith, 
of the Board of Public Works. is self- 
explanatory: 

Boston, Mass., July 9, 1901. 

Mr. John E. Smith. 

Dear Sir: — The mass of vegetable 
matter forwarded to us proved to be 
on examination almost entirely de- 
composing fresh water sponge (Spon- 
gilla fluviatalis). This organism in 
this state gives off a very strong 
odor and the odor in the water may 
have been entirely due to it, or per- 
haps partly due to this and perhaps 
to some other organism, such as 
Dinobryon, that had disappeared be- 
fore the samples were taken. <A 
number of different organisms cause 
at times disagreeable tastes and 
odors in surface water supplies.

Valuable Archaeological Col- 
lection. 


Prot. W. K. Moorehead will arrive 
from the West the latter part of this 
week to store the archaeological collec- 
tion, recently donated to the academy, 
in the gymnasium building. 

This collection fills 130 large boxes 
and comes by express, a full car load. 
There are over 40,000 specimens. No 
larger single shipment of prehistoric 
artifacts, ete., has been made since the 
Smithsonian collected two car loads of 
ancient pottery in the Southwest ten 
years ago. 

On account of its value, the exhibit 
comes by express. It comprises pottery 
from Arizona and New Mexico — the 
Cliff Dweller country — stone pipes, 
copper ornaments and ceremonial plates 
from the Mississippi Valley mounds; 
crania and skeletons from ancient graves 
in Ohio, Illinois, ete.; stone tablets and 
charms; axes, pestles, flint tools and 
other interesting relics of primitive man 
from all parts of the United States. 

When the archaeological building is 
ready this collection is to be placed on 
exhibition and students (and the public 
as well) wili find it both instructive and 
entertaining.

NO MORE DELAYS. 


Work of Relaying Tracks of Lynn & 
Boston Road on Main Street has 
Already Begun — Double Tracks 
Assured and a Free Transier 
to Square Until Ready. 


While the hearing in the lower town 
hall, last Saturday afternoon at 4 o'clock, 
was in some respects rather farcial for 
the feason that the main point of. the 
sitting seemed to be lost track of almost 
entirely, it certainly showed that the 
sentiment of the citizens upheld the 
selectmen’s attitude and actions on the 
question of double tracks. The matter 
to be exploited was the question of relo- 
cation of the Lynn & Boston street rail- 
way company’s tracks, formerly those of 
the L. L. & H. on Main street, from the 
square to the top of th’ hill, so that 
bogk the L. & B. and the L. & R tracks 
should be equi distant from the centre 
of the street. 

‘Chairman Goldsmith of the board of 
selectmea opened the hearing and read 
the petition Of the Lynn & Boston road 
for relocation. ~The other members of 
the board, S.-H. Boutwell and J. S* 
Stark, were present and the hall was 
well filled with citizens of¢the town in- 
terested in the matter which has been 
filling the local horizon for so long a 
time. The chairman called upon Col. 
Woodward to speak as there was no rep- 
resentative of the Lynn & Boston road 
present, 

The Colonel éxplained the situation 
and said he thought the matter ought to 
be settled up. He had no interest in the 
L. &. B. road but wanted the cars of the 
Lawrence & Reading road to come down 
town as soon as possible and desired that 
the tracks be arranged so as to best 
please the citizens of the town. It was 
upon his request that the L. & B. road 
had sent a communication consenting to 
a relocation, 

Selectman Goldsmith then read a 
letter from a Lynn & Boston official, of 
which the following is of interest as 
bearing on the matter at issue: 

“At the request of Charles F. 
Woodward, President of the Law- 
rence & Reading Street Railway 
company, we make the following 
statement: 

That if it’ is deemed wise to 
change the location of the tracks as 
granted to the Lowell, Lawrence & 
Haverhill Street Railway company, 
so that the two tracks on the street 
may be located equi distant from 
the centre of the same, the Lynn & 
Boston Railroad company will not 
object to such a change and will at 
once rebuild their track, locating it 
in the location that may be deter- 
mined upon by the Board of Select- 
men, 

As you are aware, we have had 
rails on the street for along time 
but on account of the uncertainties 
existing haye not made use of them, 
but if the matter is definitely de- 
cided upon today, we will commence 
on or before Wednesday, next. <Al- 
so issue transfers to Andover Square 
at the same time.

Chairman Goldsmith asked if any one 
had anything to say upon the question 
of relocation. : 

John L. Smith wanted to know if 
there was not something in the charter 
granted to the Lawrence & Reading road 
which stated that if the road was 
absorbed by some other company the 
location of tracks was to be revoked and 
the tracks removed, 

Selectman Goldsmith replied that if 
the company changed hands the tracks 
could be removed. 

Mr. Smith went on to repeat a conver- 
sation which he said he had with Mr. 
Sullivan, president of the L. L. & H., in 
which the latter said that the L. & R. 
cars could run over the L. L. & H. tracks 
to the square as well as not if the L. & 
R. officials would only make application 
in writing to do so. On being asked 
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ing of double tracks. He was sure the 
riding public would not want to .sacri- 
fice. the prosperity of the town to ac- 
commodate any corporation. Mr. Smith 
said that with proper turnouts, such as 


‘a long one in front of the seminary, per- 


haps, With electrical block signals, there 
could be no difficulty or danger on the 
street, and all the cars could be easily 
operated over one rail. 

Prof. Smyth agreed with the last 
speaker, that the public good should be 
determinative. The public good, how- 
ever, Was not in being willing to sacri- 
fice a half mile of street in front of the 
seminary or the other half mile to the 
Square, nor does the town want to sacri- 
tice Main street. ‘* Main street is the 
main county road, and we can’t get over 
the fact, connecting Boston and Law- 
rence-and Concord. ‘Travel is increas- 
ing constantly over it. ‘The state /is-in- 
terested in making it the main highway, 
as shown. by the large amount appro- 
priated for state road, more being ex- 
pended here than in any other town in 
the state, Delays in doing the town’s 
sliare aré dangerous, and are likely to 
lose the town the appropriation for the 
completion of the highway.’’ 
the real estate interests could be pre- 
served for the abuttors. ‘“* But what we 
have to look at is the great stream of 
travel which is now flowing through 
Andover over the main street. In order 
that there may be a line from Lawrence 
to Boston, or Andover square to Boston 
with a great reduction of fare, it is 
absolutely necessary that there should 
be promptiress in starting from the 
square. Five or eight minutes delay in 
starting cannot help putting people out 
of connection, We must have prompt, 
sure connections. Unless people have 
watched the travel they can have no 
idea of the great numbers using the 
Reading cars. If there is only one 
track it will be necessary to tele 
phone, then creep along to the next 
turnout, often times causing people to 
lose connections. Is the grocer’s wagon 
to be set up against all this travel?” 

John L. Smith said “yes.” 


“Such objections are trifling,’’ said 
Prof. Smyth. “Snow can be removed 
in Andover, as in other towns. Some 


aid should be secured from the electric 
corporations for better streets; we can 
have the rails on the street and _ still 
have the street in as good, if not better, 
condition than at present.” He spoke 
of the money the electric roads pay to 
the town through the state and thought 
some of it or all might be used in keep- 
ing Main streetin repair, if the roads are 
injuring it. He mentioned, in closing, 
mothers with babies, and elderly people, 
forced to stand without shelter while 
waiting for a car at the end of the 
route. Rapid transit is what is needed, | 
and the people of Andover have 
a right to the swiftest, most economical 
passage to neighboring towns. In reply 
to the statement made by Mr. smith 
that some people who travelled would 
be better off at home, he said that some 
people were obliged to travel, some can 
go by other means than electrics, as by 
carriage, and some people prefer to re- 
main at home. ‘The larger public re- 
quires the electrics. A switeh and turn- 
out at the foot of the hill on Main street 
would be dangerous, ‘The people’s safety 
isin the straight rail. 

John E. Smith mentioned Wakefield, 
where, be said, several lines run over 
one rail, as a parallel case to Andover, 

Lol. Woodward replied that Wakefield 
was a parallel case, but that at Wakefield 
they have just what we want in And- 
over, a double track of about a quarter 


mile’s length where the lines come 
together. 
Joseph <A, Smart said that in his 


opimon as only one track was required 
between Andover and Lawrence only 
one would be needed on Main street. 
He advocated delay, as present travel 
required only one track. 

Judge Poor thought that it had been 
decided by the local board and by the 
Railroad commissioners very emphat- 
ically that ‘“tpublie necessity required 
two tracks on Main street,’ and that the 
hearing was merely a formality, so that 
the selectmen could go to work and re- 


what the conditions were, replied “the { locate the rails. He wished that the 


usual conditions,” so much per car per 
mile, ete. If these terms did not suit, 
the matter could be left to three disin- 
terested parties, one to be chosen by 
each road, they to choose the -third, or 
to the R.R. commissioners for arbitra- 
tion. Mr. Smith thought there had been 
an undercurrent working along all the 
time this question had been before the 
town for settlement and was sure there 
had been some funny business some- 
where. Hethought the double tracks 
would be terribly bad for grocery 
wagons, especially in the winter when 
the snow would be piled up in the 
streets. It was a shame, he thought, 
that the town authorities, should be 
wheedled or fooled into giving up rights 
for the interests of anybody. 

Prot. Moore thought that the reason 
for two tracks was because there were 
two separate companies “at childish 
loggerheads who couldn’t expect to set- 
tle the matter among themselves, hence 
the two tracks.’ Now the reason given 
was that one line with proper sidings 
was inadequate to accommodate the 
tratlic. He mentioned South Lawrence 
as a reason why one line would be sufli- 
cient. Andover would only have six 
cars an hour going through the main 
street, he added. 

Col. Woodward said he had always 
stated in the hearings during the past 
year, that two tracks were necessary in 
his estimation on Main street. He said 
that when the Haverhill road and the 
Middleton road were built it would be 
very inconvenient if there were only one 
track as cars are not always on time, 
There is a petition now in for an exten- 
sion of the Haverhill line up Elm street 
to North Andover Centre where the cars 
willconnect with the Lynn & Boston road 
and it is probable that there will be a 
belt line of cars running around there 
sometime, further reasons why one track 
would be insufficient. He repeated that 
he had no interest in the Lynn & Boston 
road but that one could hardly blame 
them for waiting before relaying their 
rails under the present unsettled condi- 
tion of affairs. 

John N. Cole inquired if a proper 
transfer system between the two roads 
having the L. L. & H. cars stop at the 
square, could not be arranged obviating 
the necessity of two tracks on Main 
street. 

Col. Woodward thought not and that 
it would be very inconvenient for the 
public. 


John L. Smith thought the general 
good ought to be considered and not the 
convenience of corporations. If the 
selectmen had granted rights to what 
they supposed were two companies, he 
hoped they would use every means in 
their power now in delaying the grant- 


selectmen had revoked the franchise of 
the L. L. & H. road in the first place 
and then the town might have been 
able to make terms with them now. 
The Lynn & Boston road has the town 
at a disadvantage, inasmuch as their 
franchise was granted to them at a time 
when conditions were different from 
what they are today. If the selectmen 
are to relocate the tracks, he did not see 
what was the use of the discussion about 
two tracks. ‘The only thing for the 
selectmen to do was to go ahead and 
locate them to the best of their ability. 
Ifthe L. & B. road assents toa relocation, 
the thing for the selectmen to do is to 
go ahead and do their duty. 

J. W. Barnard endorsed what Judge 
Poor said. If the people wanted two 
tracks and the selectmen had granted 
two tracks, the town doesn’t want to go 
back on its word. 

Col. Woodward thought he had been 
doing the town a favor when he got the 
Lynn & Boston road to agree to a re- 
location bringing both tracks nearer the 
centre of the street, but did not see 
what all the discussion amounted to 
now that the franchise had been granted~ 
Selectman Goldsmith replied that the 
board could revoke the franchise of the 
L. & B. road, to which the colonel re- 
replied that the road would certainly 
make every effort to tight such a revo- 
cation. 

Judge Poor said that he did not wish 
it understood that he advocated a revo- 
cation now, but that some time ago this 
would have enabled the town to make 
better terms. 

John L, Smith said the town ought to 
get all they could now, then go ahead, 

The fact that both roads were under 
one management was suggested, but 
Judge Poor replied that there were un- 
doubtedly two corporations and would 
continue two corporations, because the 
men who control the roads are bright 
men and know what they are about. 
Both roads have rights and they can’t be 
deprived of them by the town. 

‘The hearing was then adjourned. 

After the hearing, Col. Woodward 
said he would make arrangements where- 
by free transfers would be issued at 
once from Andover square to the Read- 
ing cars and vice versa and this issuance 
was to be started on or before last Wed- 
nesday. 

The selectmen held a meeting of the 
board Saturday evening and decided to 
relocate the Lynn & Boston road ac- 
cording to request. 

That the Lynn & Boston road have ac- 
cepted the new franchise, calling fora 
relocation of their tracks on Main street 
under the same conditions as their

former franchise, or rather the franchise 
given to the Lowell, Lawrence, & Haver- 
hill road, formerly the Merrimack Val- 
ley Street Railway company, there seems 
to be no manner of doubt, ‘as work was 
begun on ‘Tuesday in making a prelimin- 
ary survey, while on Wednesday after- 
noon the work of removing the paving 
stones at the end of the route on the hill 
was begun, and on ‘Thursday n¥Yorning 
the rails conmenced to come’up. 

The conditions, being the same as in 
the old frauchise, will call for granite 
paving bejween and to acertain distance 
outside the rails. It is stated that one 
of the-sefectmen was opposed to ‘grant- 

‘ing the relocation without certain con- 
ditions, one of them the macadamizing 
of the street from the curbstone to the 
track with vitrified brick between the 
rails, and certain others more or less 
stringent, but the other: two members,of 
the board objected. The board will, 


however, endeavor to get the Lynn & ; 


Bostou road to macadamize between the 
rails, and a portion of the street, instead 
of relaying the paving stones, “or culls. 

On Wednesday the giving of transfers 
from the L. L. & H. road to the L. & R. 
and vice versa from and to Andover 
square began, according to Col. Wood- 
ward’s promise given last Saturday after- 
noon. ‘This means a ten cent ride from 
Andover square to Reading or five cents 
tothe L. & R. power house. Of course 
the same thing holds with trips in the 
other direction. The fare to Lawrence 
remains just the same, fifteen cents. A 
transfer does through passengers to 
Lawrence no good. It will not be very 
long before the rails of the L. LL. « HH. 
and L. & KR. are connected, doing away 
with the necessity for transfers. 

Supt. Nowell told) a ‘Townsman re- 
porter Wednesday that the rails for the 
completion of the relaying of the tracks 
between Andover and Lawrence were 
shipped five days ago from VPennsylva- 
nia and should be here any day. He ex- 
pects a ditticult’ job in relocating as an 
entirely new road bed will have to be 
dug down Main street through some ex- 
tremely hard, rocky soil. The rails for 
the L. & R. road will probably not be 
laid at the same time, he stated,

The fine new factory of Eugene E 
Poore, manufacturer of crackers and 
fancy biscuits, at 13 to 21 Railr.ad 
Street was thrown open to inspection 
Monday afternoon and evening from 
2 to.8 o’clock, and between tho.e hours 
hundreds called at t.e establisrment (vo 
attend the formal opening ani 1:0 
through the large and finely eyuipped 
building. savery courtesy was shown 
to the visitors, and attendan.s we.e at 
every hand to show them through the 
various departments ani explain the 
machines and process by which the 
fancy and toothsome crackers and bi:- 

manufactured, At the reir 


cuits i 
| of the first floor was stationed Caterer 


Fred D, Lane and his waiters who dis- 
pensed ices, crackers and. fancy bis- 
cuits, and lemonade to the guests. . 

About 40 hands are employed at: the 
factory, 25. of them being the old help 
from the Bruce bakery, men who wee 
thrown out at the time the Bruce bak- 
ery was shut down ani the heip dls- 
charged. Mr. Poore’s estab i hment 
has been in operation about | four 
months and is now running practically 
full time. Goods are being sold all over. 
New England and delivery. wagons are 
being run in this city to supply local 
dealers. The factory 1s not in any 
Way connected with the trusts and Mr. 
Poore is the sole owner and manager. 

When Mr.*Poire returned from dinner 
yesterday afternoon, he was surprised 
to find upon the walls of his office a 
beautiful oil painting from the brush of 
Willis Plummer of South Lawrence and 
a fine large Seth Thomas clock, giving 
not only the time of day but also the 
day of the week, month, and day of the 
month. Under the clock was the fol- 
lowing self explanatory note: “As a 
token of friendship and feel ng of good 
will toward his new enterprise, hi: em- 
ployes join his friends in presentinz 
Mr. Eugene E. Poore with this clock 
and picture. May his busine<s efforts 
be as prompt and steady as this time- 
piece and may the results be as stead- 
fast as the storm-beaten rocks in tne 
picture.” 

Mr. Poore also received a large floral 
horseshoe from his friend, T. B. Mur- 
hy. On the piece was inscribed 
“Good Luck.” Tnois was Gisplayei ina 
conspicuous place on the first tlooy. 
The factory is in a large, new build- 
ing about 100 bv 50 feet and has its 
main entrance. from a_ driveway off 
tailroad street. On the same lo. 13 
also a commodious stable wher? the 
horses and wagons of ‘the e:tab!isi- 
ment are kept. 

The cellar of the buillinzg is used as a 
storeroom and ‘here are kept such ma- 
terials as flour, lard, mo‘asses, butter, 
sugar, etc. 

The office and snipp'ng Cepirtment 
are on the first floor and also the en- 
gine room and boiler room. Tae boiler 
is of the McCabe make and the engine, 
a 40-horse power agent, is from the At- 
lantiec works, 

On the second floor is the packing 
room and baking department with its 
large oven which provel to be ve y In- 
teresting to the many visitors. The 
dough mixing machinery, cutters, and 
rollers were all here and were in oper- 
ation. Dough was put into one end of 
a machine and out it cime at the other 
end all cut and ready for the oven. Tre 
big revolving oven next received the 
cut dough and in a few minutes the 
crackers were raked out and hauled 
away to be packed for shipping ani 
distribution, 

The barrelled supplies take up a 
large portion of the third ani too floor 
and here also is the box-mak'nz de- 
partment. Flour is poured into the 
sieves from this floor and is sif-ed ana 
carried down to the bike room through 
flues. At the rear of this floor is the 
iceing department and here the fancy 
biscuits receive their finishing touches 
and are packed. 

The building is supp‘ied with a large 
freight elevator which in tre center of 
the structure, runs from basement to 
top floor.

Will Broken. 


At a session of the probate court, held 
in this city Monday, Judge Harmon 
presiding, the decision in the William 
Hoimes will contest Was announced. 
Judge Harmon disallowed the will.’ An 
appeal was taken by Lawyer Charles A, 
Sargent, who represents the beneficiary 
under the will, and the matter will ‘be 
heard at the s#ssion of t:e supreme 
court in Salem next November. 

It will be remembered that the will) 
in question, which was that of Police 
Officer William Holmes, bequeathed ail 
his property, amounting to about $5000, 
to Mrs. Sarah Parsons, who says he 
was planning to marry her. The will 
Was contesteld by a sister, brother and 
niece of Mr. Holmes, on the ground 
that he was of unsound mind when it 
was drawn, the contestants being»rep- 
resented by Bradley & Rogers. There 
Was a ‘protracted hearing before Judge 
Harmon, many witnesses testifying to 
queer actions by Mr. Holmes some time 
before he was committed to Danvers 
and prior to the date of the will. 

By the decision of Judge Harmon, if 
sustained by’ the supreme court, the 
property will be-civided. among the rel- 
atives. . 

A hearing was held ‘in . regard 
to the contest of the will of the iJate 
Thomas Fitzsimmons, who bequeathed 
practically all his property, amounting 
to $2500, to his daughter, Mrs. Cather- 
ine Jordan of this city. The will is 
contested by a son, John Fitzsimmon3 
of North Andover, and a daughter, Mrs 
Lizzie Charleton of this city. Under 
the will the son and daughter received 
only $100 each. The contestants claim 
that their father was aged and of un- 
sound mind when the will was drawn. 
DeCourcy, Coulson & Cox appear for 
the will and J. P. S. Mahoney for the 
contestants. 

Three witnesses testified today. John 
Breen stated that he drew the will July 
16, 1899, at the request of Mr. Fitzsim- 
mons. The will was witnessed by Jonn 
Hickey ani William J. Hayes. All three 
witnesses testified that in their opinion 
Mr, Fitzsimmons was of sound mind 
and Mr. Breen said that he wrote the 
will as it was dictated to him by Mr. 
Fitzsimmons, In his cross examination 
of the witnesses Mr, Mahoney asked if 
Mr. Fitzsimmons was not frequently 
intoxicated. Mr. Breen and Mr. Hick- 
ey said that they did not know of his 
drinking. 

The hearing was continue] until July 
18 at Salem. 


A BIG DEAL. 


The biggest 1eal estate deal (ove ing 
the transfer of residential proper y, 
ever consummated in Lawrence was 
made a matter of record Monday in the 


purchase by Hon. Guy W. Currier of 
the entire vacant land east of Jackson 
street, Known as the Durant property.

The physicians are unan- 
imously of the opinion that the ur for- 
tunate lady had a shock previ us to the 
escape of the gas, and that death was 
partially at least due to that cau e,
